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REPORT. 


To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — 

In  compliance  with  your  Rules,  I  present  you  my  Re¬ 
port  of  these  parts  of  the  Alms  House,  which  you  did  me  the 
honor,  to  place  under  my  charge,  when  you  elected  me  Chief- 
Resident  Physician. 

From  the  fact  that  I  only  took  post  on  20th  June,  1857,  I 
cannot  present  you  a  personal  account  of  the  Hospital  and 
Lunatic  Asylum  before  that  date,  but,  as  far  as  I  can  ascertain 
from  the  records,  I  will  give  a  true  report  of  the  number 
of  cases  treated  from  the  1st  January,  1857,  till  the  day  I 
entered  upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

From  20th  June,  1857,  to  1st  January,  1858,  there  were 
treated  in  the  Hospital,  three  thousand  two  hundred  and 
seventeen  (3,217)  cases  ;  two  thousand  and  thirty  (2,030)  were 
discharged  ;  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  (224)  died,  and 
eight  hundred  and  forty-three  (843)  remained  in  the  wards. 
The  per  centage  of  deaths  was  6  96-100,  which  is  a  much 
smaller  amount  than  has  ever  previously  occurred  in  the  same 
time,  so  far  as  I  can  learn  from  the  records,  a  detailed  account 
of  Hospital  Cases  is  appended.  Letter  A. 
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In  addition  to  the  cases  managed  in  the  Hospital,  there 
were  treated  in  the  Out- Wards  and  Lunatic  Asylum,  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-eight,  (758)  cases,  of  which  five  hundred  and 
thirty-five,  (535)  wore  discharged,  fifty-three,  (53)  died,  and 
one  hundred  and  seventy,  (170)  remained  under  treatment. 
See  report  of  Women’s  Out- Wards,  <fcc.  Letter  JL 

These  eases,  added  to  those  of  the  Hospital,  make  a  total, 
exclusive  of  insanity,  of  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five  (3,975)  patients,  of  whom  two-hundred  and  se¬ 
venty-seven  (277),  died,  making  a  per  centage  of  6  94-100. 

The  “  Summary  of  Cases/7  Letter  C.,  shows,  that  from 
January  1,  1857,  to  January  1,  1858,  there  were  seven  thous¬ 
and  six  hundred  and  sixty-six,  (7,666),  patients  treated;  the 
deaths  for  the  same  period,  in  the  whole  population  of  the 
House,  were  seven  hundred  and  sixteen,  (716) — assuming 
these  numbers  as  the  basis  of  calculation,  the  per  centage  of 
deaths  for  the  number  treated,  was  9  33-100. 

Under  the  impression  that  valuable  reference  tables  for 
medical  men  and  statisticians  might  be  procured  from  the  re¬ 
cords  of  our  Lunatic  Asylum,  1  have  prepared  a  report  of  the 
condition  of  that  Department,  which  extends  from  January 
1,  1851,  to  July  1,  1857,  inclusive,  which  explains  the  num¬ 
ber  treated,  the  forms  of  mental  alienation,  the  results,  the 
times  of  admission,  the  ages  of  the  patients,  and  their  places 
of  birth.  From  this  document,  (D)  it  will  be  seen  that  of 
one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  (1,856),  persons 
admitted  into  the  Asylum  in  six  and  a-lialf  years,  four  hun- 
dred  and  twenty-three,  (423),  remained  on  July  1st,  1857. 

The  report  E  exhibits  the  state  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum, 
from  July  1st,  1857,  to  January  1st,  1858,  in  that  time,  two 
hundred  and  nineteen.  (219),  persons  were  admitted,  so  that 
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there  were  treated,  for  insanity  in  some  form,  during  the  six 
months,  six  hundred  and  forty-two,  (642),  persons ;  of  these, 
one  hundred  and  forty-five,  (145),  were  discharged,  cured  or 
relieved  ;  showing  that  rather  less  than  one-fifth  of  all  under 
management,  were  cured  or  benefitted  by  the  treatment 
adopted  j  although  the  number  does  not  indicate  a  very  large 
proportionate  amount  of  cured  or  relieved,  I  think,  when  it 
is  remembered  that  our  patients  are  generally  of  the  worst- 
class,  physically  or  mentally,  and  are  frequently  cases  of  very 
chronic  or  severe  character,  that  have  been  in  other  Institu¬ 
tions,  or  subjected  to  a  long  treatment  before  they  are  brought 
to  us,  the  result  may  be  viewed,  as  highly  satisfactory. 

On  1st  January,  1858,  there  remained  in  the  Asylum,  four 
hundred  and  six,  (406)  patients.  The  “  Table”  appended  to 
the  “  Report,”  shows  that  the  per  centage  of  deaths  has  been 
9  5-100  for  the  six  months. 

The  accommodations  for  patients  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum, 
are  entirely  too  limited,  for  the  number  received :  all  the 
wards  are  full,  and  many  are  so  crowded,  that  several  persons 
in  each,  are  obliged  to  sleep  upon  the  floor  in  the  open  wards ; 
this  would  be  a  matter  of  comparatively  small  inconvenience, 
but  in  the  cells  and  lodge,  it  is  a  source  of  great  trouble,  and 
very  often  of  much  danger.  The  rooms  in  these  divisions, 
were  designed,  each,  for  the  accommodation  of  one  person, 
but  in  our  crowded  condition,  there  is  hardly  one  of  them,  that 
does  not  lodge  two  or  three  inmates.  From  this  statement,  you 
will  readily  appreciate  the  risks  that  the  Patients  must  run. 

With  a  view  to  increase  the  number  of  wards,  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  Committee,  have  had  under  consideration  for  some 
time  past,  the  propriety  of  flooring  over,  or  altering,  the  Lec- 
•ture  Room,  in  such  a  manner,  that  we  will  have  space  enough 


iii  the  open  wards,  for  the  accommodation  of  thirty  or  forty 
additional  persons.  1  trust,  that  some  arrangement  will  lie 
soon  made  to  accomplish  this  desirable  result,  and  in  addition, 
I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  the  Lodge  building  be  en¬ 
larged,  either  by  elevating  it  another  story,  or  by  making, 
eastward  from  it,  an  L  like  prolongation. 

The  Heating  Apparatus  in  the  Women’s  Lunatic  Asylum, 
does  not  warm  the  House  sufficiently  during  severe  weather; 
whether  this  is  owing  to  defects  in  the  boiler,  or  deficiency  of 
pipe,  I  cannot  say,  but  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact. 

The  Sitting  Rooms  and  Wards  of  the  Men's  Lunatic  Asy¬ 
lum,  are  warmed  by  coal  stoves,  but  the  arrangement  is  very 
imperfect,  and  exceedingly  dangerous;  where  there  arc  so 
many  patients,  and  so  few  attendants,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  prevent  accidents:  recently  one  of  the  patients  came  in 
contact  with  a  heated  stove,  and  his  clothing  was  badly  burned, 
and  he  barely  escaped  severe  injury;  as  soon  as  it  is  practica¬ 
ble,  I  hope  your  honorable  body,  will  have  a  properly  ar¬ 
ranged  steam  heating  apparatus,  introduced  into  this  part  of 
the  Institution. 

In  the  Report  of  Dr.  R.  K.  Smith,  formerly  Chief  Resident 
Physician,  I  find  a  very  valuable  “  Table,”  showing  a  com¬ 
parative  statement  of  the  deaths  in  the  Institution,  during 
the  past  six  years,  1850  to  1856,”  and  the  per  centage  of 
deaths,  proportioned  to  average  population,  divided  into 
periods  of  six  months,  which  I  have  copied,  (Letter  F.) — I 
have  had  a  similar  table  prepared  up  to  January  1,  1858, 
(Letter  0.,)  from  which  you  will  learn  that  the  per  centage  of 
deaths  from  July  1,  1857,  to  January  1,  1858,  was  12  12-100 
indicating  a  less  relative  mortality,  than  any  previously  re¬ 
ported  period  of  the  same  length. 
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Letter  H  is  a  “  Table  showing  the  Monthly  Population  of 
the  House,  and  the  number  of  deaths  monthly,  for  the  years 
1856  and  1857  ;77  in  1856,  the  inmates  were  twenty-four 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  twenty,  (24,320),  the  deaths,  six 
hundred  and  thirty,  (630),  the  per  centage  of  deaths  2  59-100. 
In  1857  the  admissions  were  twenty-seven  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  (27,451),  the  deaths,  seven  hundred 
and  sixteen,  (716),  the  latter  equal  to  2  64-100  of  the  former. 

The  Men7s  Hospital  is  as  badly  heated,  as  the  Men7s  Lu¬ 
natic  Asylum,  and  the  suggestions  in  reference  to  one.  are 
equally  applicable  to  the  other.  The  absence  of  water 
closets,  in  the  entire  Hospital,  is  a  serious  defect  in  its  ar¬ 
rangements:  it  needs  no  argument  to  convince  you  that  the 
health  of  the  inmates  is  liable  to  serious  injury  from  the  fecu¬ 
lent  and  other  excretions  of  the  patients  who  are  unable  to 
leave  their  wards,  while  those  who  are  well  enough  to  do  so, 
are  constantly  exposed  to  injury  from  their  being  obliged  to 
traverse  long  wards  and  open  yards  to  reach  the  privies. 
This  matter  was  so  ably  explained  by  my  predecessor,  Dr. 
A.  B.  Campbell,  in  his  last  Report,  that  it  is  only  necessary 
for  me  to  state  the  fact,  and  suggest  that  every  effort  be  made 
to  accomplish  the  early  introduction  of  such  a  number  of 
“  closets,77  as  will  obviate  the  dangers  referred  to. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  White  Men’s  Surgical  Ward, 
has  been  a  source  of  trouble  and  complaint,  as  I  understand, 
to  all  the  Physicians  who  preceded  me,  and  various  sugges¬ 
tions  have  been  made  to  get  clear  of  the  difficulty.  I  flatter 
myself,  that  for  the  present,  we  have  accomplished  this  de¬ 
sirable-  result,  by  partitioning  and  arranging  one  of  the  attics, 
for  the  accommodation  of  such  patients  as  can  walk  to  it,  thus 
making  in  fact  an  additional  Surgical  Ward,  capable  of  re¬ 
ceiving  about  eighty  persons. 
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In  a  Hospital,  any  thing  like  the  size  of  this,  there  are 
always  patients  sufficiently  recovered  to  he  aide  to  leave  their 
wards,  but  they  are  not  well  enough  to  suspend  medical  treat¬ 
ment,  or  be  discharged  from  the  Institution;  the  convalescence 
of  the  sick  is  much  retarded  by  the  constant  presence  of  a 
large  number  of  persons  in  the  same  room  with  them;  it  has 
often  occurred  to  me,  that  the  Typhoid  and  Erysipelatous  ten¬ 
dencies-,  so  frequently  manifested  by  Hospital  Patients,  are 
mainly  attributable,  in  a  house  so  well  ventilated  as  this,  to 
the  circumstance  just  mentioned. 

With  a  view  to  avoid  these  risks,  and  facilitate  the  recovery 
of  the  sick,  permit  me  to  recommend  the  erection  of  a  one 
storied  building,  for  the  accommodation  during  the  day,  of 
such  patients,  from  the  Men’s  Hospital,  as  can  safely  go  there. 
A  site  admirably  adapted  to  this  purpose,  is  east  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  yard,  where  such  a  building  could  be  readily  put  up  at  a 
very  small  expense,  the  present  wall  of  the  yard  would  form 
one  side,  while  the  others  could  be  made  of  common  boards  at 
the  cheapest  possible  rate  to  answer  the  purpose  of  a  tempo¬ 
rary  resort.  In  this  connection,  allow  me  to  suggest  to  you 
that  the  wood  work  of  the  entire  building  is  in  such  a  condi¬ 
tion  from  the  want  of  paint,  that  it  is  rotting  in  many  places, 
and  that  this  may  become  in  a  short  time,  a  fertile  source  of 
disease. 

Dr.  Campbell,  in  his  report  of  1857,  suggests  the  propriety  of 
removing  the  Children’s  Asylum  from  its  immediate  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Alms  House  and  Hospital ;  his  remarks  are  so 
apposite,  and  so  fully  express  my  own  views,  that  I  beg  to 
refer  you  to  his  Report ;  in  addition,  I  may  express  the  opin¬ 
ion,  that  if  the  Tax-payers  of  our  City,  fully  appreciated  this 
matter,  I  have  no  doubt,  they  would  soon  be  willing  to  raise 
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the  sum  necessary  to  erect  a  suitable  building,  upon  some 
other  part  of  the  property. 

From  an  examination  of  the  “  Diet  Books,’7  and  other  data, 
I  am  pleased  to  find  that  the  expense  of  provisions,  cloth¬ 
ing,  &c.,  for  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital  and  Lunatic  Asylum, 
has  been  less  for  some  months  past,  than  in  any  previous 
period  of  equal  time  in  which  the  same  number  of  persons 
has  been  maintained. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure,  as  well  as  duty,  to  watch  every 
outlet  within  my  jurisdiction,  to  insure  the  most  economical 
and  at  the  same  time  judicious  expenditure  of  the  people’s 
money,  and  it  affords  me  much  gratification  to  say,  that  in 
this  respect,  I  have  been  materially  aided  by  most  of  the 
gentlemen  who  constitute  the  Corps  of  Assistant  Resident 
Physicians :  these  gentlemen  are  Dr.  A.  H.  Graham,  N.  C. ; 
Dr.  J.  G.  Christie,  British  America ;  Dr.  M.  Bradley,  Phila¬ 
delphia  ;  Dr.  Charles  C.  McGlaughlin,  Pa. ;  Dr.  George  J. 
McLeod,  Philadelphia;  Dr.  F.  E.  Rendon,  Central  America, 
and  Dr.  J.  D.  Schoales,  Philadelphia. 

A  vacancy  occurred  on  19th  instant  by  the  forced  resigna¬ 
tion  of  a  former  member  of  the  Corps,  which  you  filled  at 
your  last  meeting  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Cousins,  of  Virginia. 

I  cheerfully  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  the  gentlemen 
who  are  on  duty,  for  their  general  courtesy  to  me,  and  the 
faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  arduous 
duties. 

Permit  me  to  say,  that  in  my  opinion,  the  medical  duties 
of  the  establishment  might  be  performed  more  efficiently,  or 
with  less  difficulty,  if  the  Assistant  Resident  Physicians  were 
elected  bi-annually,  in  such  a  way  that  half  the  number 
would  retire  each  year:  the  only  course  I  can  suggest,  to 
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avoid  the  inconvenience  under  present  arrangements,  will  be 
to  elect,  whenever  practicable,  some  of  the  gentlemen  who 
shall  have  served  in  previous  years. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  return  my  thanks  to 
the  Officers  of  the  Institution,  most  of  whom,  have  treated  me 
with  all  politeness  and  kindness. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  please  accept  my  acknowledg¬ 
ments,  for  the  attention  and  courtesy,  with  which  you  have 
all  personally  favoured  me.

As  before  stated  there  have  been  fifty-six  deliveries  since  we  entered  upon  the 
Ward  duties.  Two  patients  were  delivered  in  other  Wards  of  the  Hospital  and 
transferred  to  Obstetrical.  Two  others  were  confined  a  few  days  before  entrance. 
Four  have  been  taken  from  house  by  friends  before  confinement. 

Very  generally  the  labors  have  been  of  the  class  denominated  Eustocia,  some 
cases  of  Dystocia  have  occurred,  although  the  majority  of  these  were  but  pro¬ 
tracted  labors,  instrumental  delivery  has  been  necessary  in  but  one  case.  In¬ 
stances  of  abnormal  or  unnatural  presentations  have  been  rare  although  not  en¬ 
tirely  wanting. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  twin  birth,  one  of  which  was  interesting  from 
the  fact  of  being  breech  and  shoulder  presentations.  Several  cases  of  abortion  or 
premature  labor  have  occurred,  caused  generally,  so  far  as  we  could  ascertain,  by 
blows  or  falls  received  before  entrance.  One  case,  at  five  months  of  gestation, 
was  caused  by  the  debauchery  of  the  mother,  who  was  brought  into  the  House 
in  a  state  of  Intoxication,  and  was  delivered  the  same  night.  An  unwillingness 
on  the  part  of  the  patients  to  disclose  facts  of  this  nature  has  proved  a  seriuus 
obstacle  to  our  ascertaining  certainly  the  cause  of  some  of  the  abortions. 

There  have  been  five  still-born  children,  two  of  whom  were  in  a  very  offensive 
state.  In  one,  especially,  decomposition  had  evidently  been  going  on  for  some 
time  previously. 

There  were  five  deaths  upon  the  floor,  one  adult,  and  four  children,  between 
the  ages  of  nine  hours  and  three  weeks.  Among  the  women  awaiting  confine¬ 
ment,  the  general  health  has  been  excellent,  our  attention  having  been  called 
merely  to  a  few  cases  of  Inter  mittent  Fever  and  ordinary  Catarrh. 

From  the  women  already  delivered,  many  have  been  taken  from  the  House  as 
Nurses;  others  have  at  their  own  request  been  discharged,  and  all  others  eligible 
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have  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  of  the  House  been  from  time  to  time 
transferred  to  the  Nursery.
